Austria-Hungary, Germany and France supply all the paper 
imported. There was a strong demand to meet 


Paper. up-country orders for cigarette papers and tubes.

A larger quantity of cardboard was imported from Germany for 
use in the growing local boot and shoe industry. .(Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 3,873.) 


H.M. Consul-General at Smyrna (Mr. H. A. Cumberbatch, C.M.G.) 
Whanuseatitess has forwarded a translation of an article pub- 
Prediaete Jished in the “ Bulletin ” of the French Chamber 
: of Commerce at Smyrna, from which it appears 
that the annual imports into that port of chemical and pharma- 
ceutical products, including preparations sold retail by chemists, 
are valued at 120,000/. It would be a fairly correct estimate to 
say that the town of Smyrna keeps for its own use 20 per cent. of 
the quantity imported ; another 20 per cent. being forwarded to the 
islands and the coast towns, and the remaining 60 per cent. to 
the interior of Asia Minor. It is noteworthy that the tendency of 
the islands and coast towns is to import more and more directly 
from the centre of production. 

It is hardly possible, says the ‘“ Bulletin,” to treat separately of 
all the articles with which this trade is concerned, but a few notes 
on the most important may be given :— 

Quinine.—The annual imports vary from 9,000 to 11,000 lbs., 
France being the chief source of supply. Some time ago a German 
firm not in the syndicate entered the market, and succeeded in 
obtaining a fairly important share of the trade. 

Cotton and Gauze.——Germany supplies nearly the whole of the 
imports. Smyrna buys yearly about 90,000 lbs. of cotton and 
gauze, representing a value of about 3501. 

Cod Liver Oil.—'The imports are estimated at about 60,000 lbs. 
annually, the price varying, according to the result of the Nor- 
wegian fisheries, between 2/, and 8/. per cwt. Most of the ship- 
ments are made vid Hamburg. 

Castor Oil (Medicinal).—About 30,000 lbs. is imported annually, 
nearly all from Marseilles, and a little from Italy: prices vary 
between 20s. and 28s. per cwt. 

Glycerine.—There used to be a considerable import trade at the 
time when Italy bought the wines of Asia Minor, but lately the 
trade has dwindled, and now amounts to 20,000 Ibs. per annum. 
Germany, England and France are the chief sources of supply. 


Boric Acid and Borax.—About 1,000/. worth is imported yearly. 
England and Germany have the market almost to themselves. 


Carbolic Acid—Germany, which takes first place amongst the 
supplying countries, sends about 400/. worth annually. 

Speaking generally, the countries which supply the Smyrna 
market may be classed in the following order :—Germany, France, 
United Kingdom, Italy, Austria and Switzerland.

The United States Consul at Smyrna, in calling the attention of 

Wire Lathin manufacturers of wire cloth lath to the oppor- 

raven anig tunities which Asia Minor presents for the sale 
— of this article, writes :— 

‘Buildings throughout Asia Minor are plastered, not only 
inside, but with few exceptions, also outside. The wood lath used 
for the purpose is all imported, principally from Roumania, and 
owing to the uniformity of import duty in Turkey there is no 
reason why a labour-saving substitute like wire lath should not 
easily compete with wood lath.” 





MOROCCO. 


H.M. Consul at Tangier (Mr. H. E, White, C.M.G.) states that 
of the 41,455 cwts. of cement imported there 
in 1906 practically none came from the United 
Kingdom, and it was the same in the pre- 
ceding year when 106,120 cwts. was imported. Mr. White 
states that considerable quantities are required in connexion with 
the harbour works under construction, and that it will be the same 
at Laraiche, where similar works are about to be undertaken by 
the same German firm that has the contract for the Tangier works. 
Of the total amount imported into Tangier in 1906, 2,511. worth 
came from Belgium, 2,228/. from Germany, 1,865/. from France, aud 
4501. from Spain. The quantity imported in 1906 was less than 
in 1905, as there was a considerable stock over from that year. 

He adds that the gypsum practically all came from France.

Mr. White further reports that bricks and tiles are also important 

articles of import at Tangier in which the 
Bricks and Tiles. United Kingdom does practically no trade, 

nearly all coming from France and Spain. A 
smaller quantity was imported in 1906 than in the preceding year, 
as there was less building and the stocks imported in 1905 were not 
exhausted. Bricks of both the solid and hollow kind are imported ; 
of the latter, those with 3,6 and 9 holes are all imported. The 
roofing tiles made in Marseilles are much used. The flooring tiles 
most in demand are unglazed red squares and cement tiles ; cheap 
glazed tiles from Spain are also used for dados and floors. 





CUBA. 


The “ Gaceta Oficial” of 22nd June contains a decree authorising

According to a report by the Acting Belgian Vice-Consul’ at 
Sieh tind Oni apenas the demand for cement and materials 
Bridge Material °° constructing metal bridges, which is of some 
importance already in Cuba, will be considerably 
increased in the near future. The Government of the island have 
determined to provide a network of roads, 2,093 kilometres in 
extent, upon the construction of which more than 13 million dollars 
will be expended. The works will be carried out during a period 
of three years. ‘The construction of these roads will give rise to 
a large demand for cement, of which the major portion wil} have to 
be imported, the home production of the island being totally 
insufficient to meet the requirements. 

Moreover, the large number of rivers to be crossed by the new 
roads will necessitate the construction of bridges, some of them 
metallic. From this will arise a demand for small girders and 
other ironwork used in bridge construction.

BRAZIL. 
The Acting British Consul at Parad (Mr. Southgate) reports that a 
large quantity of cement is used there; in 1906, 
Cement. 6,858 tons was imported into Para, and 7,259 
tons into Mandos, as compared with 7,092 tons 
and 5,038 tons respectively, in 1905. 

Mr. Southgate remarks that with the construction of harbour 
works at Paré the importation of cement should appreciably 
increase. At present Germany supplies the bulk of cement used 
in that market. A little comes from Belgium. German manu- 
facturers put up their cement in uniform casks of 120 kilos., the 
inside of the cask being lined with stout paper to prevent loss. 
It would appear that the best sized cask, strongly made, would 
be one to contain 100 kilos. net of cement; uniformity in size 
and strength of casks to be strictly adhered to. 


Mr. Southgate also reports that a British company has been

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Mexico.—The British Vice-Consul at Vera Cruz (Mr. L. J. Nunn) 
writes as follows with regard to British trade with Mexico :— 

‘‘Tt is indispensable that British manufacturers be represented 
by competent agents or travellers, that catalogues, price lists, and 
general advertising matter should be printed in Spanish, and that 
no pains should be spared in securing translations that are in 
every way first class, it being almost notorious that not more than 
one advertisement in ten of those translated from the English con- 
veys the intent of the advertiser, while many of them are grotesquely 
erroneous in style and construction, thus doing more barm than 
good. For several reasons it will be found more satisfactory to 
have translations made in the city of Mexico, principally because 
really good translations can be secured at a reasonable cost, and 
because in Mexico many articles of commerce, such as parts of 
machinery, &c., have names peculiar to this country alone. 

‘‘The Mexican market is a peculiar one, and those who would 
succeed in doing business in it should first make a careful study of 
the likes and dislikes, commercial customs and trade requirements 
of the Mexican people. In fact so important is this knowledge 
that it has always been, and will continue to be, the dividing line 
between success and failure for those who would engage in this 
trade. 
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“Take, for example, the question of declaring goods for entry at 
the Mexican Customs. Customs officials at Mexican ports are 
entitled to a proportion of all fines imposed for mal-declaration of 
goods, and whilst no unfair reflection is intended, as it is the 
system that is at’ fault, and not the individual, the most trivial and 
unintentional deviation from the exact classification of the mer- 
chandise—an extra countermark on a package, or failure to follow 
in every small and unimportant detail the customary formule—is 
met by the imposition of a fine, and whilst appeal can be made to 
the Inspector-General of Customs, redress is exceedingly slow, and 
then only under the most exceptional circumstances will the entire 
fine be remitted. 

“The difference between profit and loss in a shipment is 
frequently decided by the manner in which goods are packed. 
Duties in Mexico are in the majority of cases levied on the weight 
of the articles, and in a good many cases when dealing with mixed 
materials the duties are assessed when all are packed together as if 
the whole were composed of that particular parton which, as a 
material by itself, the highest duty is chargeable. The brass 
fittings on an ornamental railing, for example, might weigh 10 Ibs., 
while the iron part of it might weigh 100 lbs. ; if packed together, 
the whole would be liable for duties as brass fittings. 

‘The question of trade-marks is another most important one. 
In many cases it might be found advantageous or even necessary to 
adopt special trade-marks forthe Mexican market. English words 
as trade-marks should be avoided, as they convey no meaning to 
the generality of Spanish-speaking people and are easily forgotten. 
Nor must too much dependence be placed upon the names of the 
makers becoming sufficiently well known. Even Spanish transla- 
tions of word trade-marks are seldom successful. They are often 
idiomatic and entirely lose their point in translation. 

“The most satisfactory system of all is to adopt some pictorial 
design, such, for instance, as the head of an animal, &c. The 
reason for this is that a great deal of the purchasing, especially in 
the retail trade, is done by uneducated people, who, whilst they 
may have difficulty in reading, can remember the special sign 
employed for distinguishing the article required. In time these 
signs become well known, and the goods themselves come. more 
readily into general use. All trade-marks should be copyrighted 
as a first step upon entering the market. If the copyright is 
neglected, infringments are likely to occur, when through the 
goods becoming popular, the trade mark becomes valuable. Of 
course there is legal redress, but that is a thing that should be 
avoided, if possible. 

‘The labourer or artisan in Mexico generally looks for 
something very cheaply set up, and he will replace a tool or 
implement two or three times over in a given period rather than 
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make a bigger initial outlay that in the long run would result in an 
economy, and principally on this account there is a very limited 
market for high-class products, except in very particular lines, 
such as mining steel, &c. 

“ Another fault with many catalogues is that gross shipping 
weights or cubic feet are not stated. This is most necessary to 
enable the purchaser to calculate what the freight charges will 
amount to. There can be no doubt that to a large extent the 
advantage in trade enjoyed by the United States with this country 
is largely fostered by the fact that most American catalogues 
contain this information, in addition to which both the railway 
and steamship companies connecting Mexico with the United 
States carry all merchandise on a weight basis, for which the latter 
have a specially arranged classification to meet the case of bulky 
goods that by European vessels would only be accepted on the 
measurement basis. It need hardly be pointed out the great 
advantage this gives the merchant in the United States over those 
of our country, where there is always the difficulty of ascertaining, 
except through correspondence or telegraph, the amount that the 
ocean freight charges will reach. It is to be regretted that our 
steamship companies cannot see their way to preparing such a 
classification and tariff as that in use on the American lines, which 
is drawn up with a full view to the protection of the shipowner.”

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TRADE AND INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS IN POLAND. 


A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 
Consul-General at Warsaw (Mr. A. P. Murray) reporting on the 
condition of trade and industry in Poland and Lithuania in May 
last,* from which the following particulars are extracted :— 

‘The labour troubles which have dominated industry in Poland 
during the last two or three years have not only made labour much 
dearer but have also spoilt the quality of the work done, as the 
principal efforts of the agitators have been directed towards crea- 
ting a hatred of the employers by the employed, in which they have 
unfortunately been only too successful. 

‘Trade in the Lodz district during the six first months of 1907 
has been exceptionally profitable for those mill owners who were 
able to keep their machinery at work. 

“The cotton trade was especially remunerative, thus sharing in 
the general prosperity of the cotton industry all over the continent 
and in Great Britain. The position in Poland was made ail the 
better for those whose mills were kept going by a ‘lock-out’ at 
several mills which collectively represented about half the total 
number of the cotton spinning spindles and about five-eighths of the 
total number of cotton looms in Poland. The ‘lock-out’ lasted 
several months, and, as a consequence, such was the scarcity of yarn 
and the difficulty of securing suitable delivery and in sufficient 
quantities from spinners either on the Continent or in Great 
Britain that, I am told, yarn was even imported from India. At 
the same time yarn is being got from Great Britain in increasing 
quantities and in counts as low as 20’s, and there are no signs of 
any falling off in the trade in spite of the ‘lock-out’ having now 
come to anend. A manufacturer told me that in consequence of 
the increased cost of production in Poland 32’s imported from 
Great Britain now cost him franco Lodz 74 copecks (1°87d.) per 
English lb. less than the same counts spun at Lodz. 

‘The wool spinners and manufacturers have also done well, 
although not quite in the same proportion as the cotton manu- 
facturers; still, taken all round, 1906 and 1907, would have 
been phenomenal years in the manufacturing districts of Lodz 
were it not for the never-ending labour troubles and state of 
terrorism that still prevail there. Trade, under ordinary con- 
ditions, would have adjusted itself to the increased wages and 
shorter hours that have been granted time after time to the 
workers. That was a mere question of supply and demand, but 
the state of utter demoralisation and intimidation that prevails in 
the mills is beyond description, and on that account, in spite of the 
highly remunerative state of trade, there 1s practically no extension 
of the present works and absolutely no question of new mills being 
put up. On the other hand, manufacturers in the Moscow dis- 
trict are not only increasing their plants, but new works are being

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built, and the main difficulty with which they appear to have to 
contend is how to get out additional machinery quick enough to 
enable them to get to work while present fancy prices are 
ruling. .. 

«“ What little machinery has been imported during the time 
under observation has been got as usual for cotton spinning from 
Great Britain, for worsted spinning from Great Britain and Alsace, 
and for wool spinning and finishing machinery generally from 
Germany and Austria. 

‘Under conditions ruling at present in Poland I do not see any 
opening for increased British trade here. A good deal will be able 
to be done later on when the labour question has got into more 
reasonable grooves, but it is impossible to foresee when that will be. 

‘Business was very slack at Bialystok during the spring, 
Moscow orders being quite 60 per cent. less than usual, in conse- 
quence of the lack of demand on the Volga and in Siberia. The 
results of last year are, however, very satisfactory, as the amount 
of bills protested was only about 25 per cent. of what was usual in 
former years. This was the result of the restriction of credit. 

“The prices of wool are expected to rise during the summer as 
the demand for the factories at Lodz, Warsaw, Bialystok, Zgierz and 
Tomaszow will probably be very considerable so soon as the present 
stagnation is over. On the other hand, manufacturers of woollen 
goods at Lodz are now diminishing production as they say they 
have sufficient stock in hand. 

“The summer season is anxiously awaited. Usually it begins 
towards the end of May, but this year buyers came later than usual, 
and the amount of goods sold from the middle of March to the end 
of May was 40 per cent. less than usual. This is put down to the late 
Easter in Russia, the cold spring, the failure of the harvest on the 
Volga, and the increased competition of imported goods in Siberia. 
In order to meet this latter, manufacturers have decided to again 
grant credit to their customers. 

‘ Works are all running, working for stock, as manufacturers are 
convinced that a big demand must come sooner or later. . . 

“Until lately 50 per cent. of the celluloid goods used in this 
country was imported, but since the increase in the duty on such 
goods introduced by the new Customs Tariff, the local manufac- 
ture of celluloid goods, of which there are two factories at 
Czenstochow besides one at Wloclawek and another at Warsaw, is 
steadily growing. ‘There is apparently plenty of opening for them 
as last year the raw material imported was valued at 150,000/. and 
celluloid goods at nearly a million sterling. 

‘The metallurgical industry is still in a very bad way as little 
or no construction is being carried out by government or private 
persons, the larger works are standing idle or working three days 
a week, prices are unremunerative and there are no signs of 
improvement in the near future. 
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“The want of rolling stock on the local railways affects the 
metallurgical industry very much as it is impossible to obtain the 
necessary supplies of coal and ore regularly and in sufficient 
quantities. 

‘In consequence of the insufficiency of iron ore in Germany and 
the diminution of the import into that country of Swedish ore, the 
Germans recently contracted for the supply of 35 million pouds 
(580,000 tons) of Russian and. Polish ore, but the contract cannot. 
be carried out as the Vistula railway cannot provide transport for 
the ore within anything like the time specified. . . 

“The prospects of Polish industry are gloomy indeed at present 
and it will take many years to put it on asound footing. To begin 
with, there is no reserve of capital to meet competition and carry 
out necessary reform. The manufacturers, with but few exceptions, 
during all the good years spent their very considerable profits on 
extensions of their works, on the construction of palaces for them- 
selves and on living. They did little or nothing for the workers 
and now that the latter, stirred up by socialist agitators, are 
demanding better pay, insurance, schools, hospitals, old age 
pensions, better dwellings and other improvements such as the 
Western European workers have long since obtained, the manu- 
facturer is obliged for want of means to refuse, even though he 
may admit the demands of the men to be reasonable. 

‘The failure of the masters to satisfy the reasonable demands of 
the men and the efforts of the agitators have led to a bitter hatred 
between masters and employed which is not likely to die out for a 
very long time, and which of itself is enough to prevent work from 
being carried out normally.” 
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GERMAN PAPER INDUSTRY IN 1906. 


The following memorandum on the German Paper Industry in 
1906 has been received from H.M. Consul-General at Hamburg 
(Sir W. Ward, C.V.O.) :— 

‘* According to the recently published Report of the ‘ Union of 
German Paper Manufacturers,’ the German paper industry only 
shared to a limited extent in the general and considerable develop- 
ment of business in this country during the year 1906. It is true 
that the demand for all kinds of paper was a great one, so that 
many mills could scarcely carry out all the orders they had 
received ; but cases of advance in prices were upon the whole rare, 
and those in which a fall took place were not unfrequent. The 
past year again showed that the German paper industry, 
was unable, even under the most favourable conditions, to 
adapt its prices to the costs of production. The efforts made 
towards effecting combinations of manufacturers of the same 
descriptions of paper are stated to have, so far, remained unsuc- 
cessful. The number of new establishments and of extensions of 
the already existing factories made during the past year were 
apparently not in excess of the demand; for, had this been the 
case, complaints regarding want of work would have been heard. 

‘‘ There was, on the contrary, so far as is known, last year rather 
a want of workmen. It appears, indeed, as if the total number of 
workmen employed in the German paper thdustry has of late 
altogether decreased. 

‘ According to the opinion of the ‘ Union of Papermakers,’ it 
would seem that the present exceptionally favourable state of trade 
is likely to pass away without the majority of the German 
paper factories having benefited by the same in proportion to the 
efforts made by them for promoting the interest of the entire 
industry. 

“Tt should further be observed that the apprehensions enter- 
tained by the German paper manufacturers regarding the effects of 
the new German Customs Tariff, that is to say, regarding the 
reduction in the tariff rates of duty by the Commercial Treaties, 
have riot been altogether unfounded. ‘The importation more 
especially of packing paper has increased considerably ; and like- 
wise some other sorts have been imported in larger quantities. It 
is considered certain that the already difficult position of the 
German paper industry will be still further prejudiced by the 
facility now accorded to foreign competition for flooding the 
German market with various descriptions of paper, and in 
particular with the superior and very best kinds of packing paper. 

“In view of this fact, the results of business for the year 1907, 
not to speak of later years, cannot, it is thought, be looked forward 


to without anxiety.” 
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INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT OF HONG KONG. 


The Acting British Commercial Attaché to H.M. Legation at 
Peking (Sir A. Hosie), in reporting on a visit he recently made to 
the southern ports of China, remarks that Hong Kong, although 
generally regarded as a mere depot of trade with China, has in 
recent years developed into a great industrial centre, whose manu- 
factures are sent, not only to China, but to various parts of the 
world, including the United States of America, Japan, Australia, 
Siam, Burma, and India. 

A fine new dock and ship yard, consisting of one granite dock 
380 feet in length and three slips, has recently been constructed 
at Quarry Bay in Hong Kong by a British firm, who also possess 
near by the largest sugar refinery under one roof in the world. 
There are two other sugar refineries (British) on the island. 

Next to sugar refining, continues Sir A. Hosie, the most important 
industry (British) in Hong Kong is probably the manufacture of 
cement, which is also carried on in British Kowloon. The com- 
pany which carry on this manufacture, in addition to those of 
fire-bricks, fire-clay and drain-pipes, have a capital of 2,000,000 
dollars, which it is proposed to double. Their cement works at 
Kowloon are fitted with rotary kilns and up-to-date machinery of 
every kind. The annual output of cement amounts to some 
120,000 tons, and the limestone used in its manufacture is brought 
by junk from the West and North Rivers in the Kwangtung 
Province. Under the same management is a rope-manufacturing 
company at Kennedy Town, whose works are fitted with the latest 
American machinery. This company turn out ropes and hawsers of 
various sizes from hemp imported from Manila. These ropes 
have a ready sale locally and in China, and Sir A. Hosie on 
the occasion of his visit noticed bales of hawsers being shipped 
for use in the oil wells of Burma. Among other industries 
carried on by foreigners are several engineering and ship-building 
works, some steam saw-mills, two match factories, a glass-works, a 
soap and soda factory (German), a feather-cleaning and press- 
packing works, an ice factory, and asteam laundry. There is also a 
paper-mill fitted with English plant for the manufacture of Chinese 
paper, while a large flour-mill with American machinery has 
recently been erected at Junk Bay. 

Magnetic iron has been found in large quantities in the Kowloon 
extension and a company with a capital of 1,000,000 dollars has 
recently been formed to work the deposit. 

Numerous purely Chinese industries are also carried on in the 
island. There are about a dozen soap works, the materials used 
being pig’s fat or lard from Hainan, soda and resin. Several 
establishments are engaged in the manufacture of vermilion, which 
consists in subliming the black sulphide resulting from the heating 
of sulphur and quicksilver. 

A subject attracting considerable attention in Hong Kong at 
present is the construction of the Kowloon-Canton Railway.

drugs and medical preparations produced in either of the two 
countries shall be reciprocally granted unrestricted entry into the 
other country. In this reciprocal Agreement it is to be noted :-— 

1. That medical preparations must bear on the label attached to 
each receptacle an exact indication — 

(2) As to the component parts of the product expressed 
in the usual medical nomenclature (chemical formule 
excluded) 

(6) As to the relative doses as prescribed for similar 
products manufactured and sold in Italy or the United 
Kingdom. 

2. That serums, vaccine, virus, toxins, and similar products 
referred to in the Italian Law of 8th July, 1904, No. 360, and in 
the Regulations of 18th June, 1905, No. 407, are not included in 
the terms “drugs and medical preparations” quoted .in the 
present Notes. 

3. That each of the two Governments reserves to itself the right 
to ‘prohibit, in special cases and for special reasons of public 
health, the importation of any particular product. Should the 
case arise, immediate notice of such prohibition by either 
Government would immediately be made to the other.

With reference to the exclusion of serums, vaccine, virus, toxins 
and similar products from the terms “drugs 
and medical preparations” as used in the above- 
mentioned Agreement, the Board of Trade have 
received a copy of the Italian Law and Regula- 
tions governing the manufacture and sale in 
Italy of the articles in question.

Cotton tweeds 
primarily intended for coatings, vestings, or trouserings are, 
notwithstanding the cancellation of the above Notice, still dutiable 
at 15 per cent. ad valorem, under Tariff item 668, on importation 
into the Commonwealth.

SERVIA. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, a 
translation of a Circular which the Servian 
Minister of Finance has recently addressed to 
Servian Customs-houses determining what 
tissues are to be regarded as “figured” for 
customs purposes. In accordance with the General Notes to the 
Textile Section of the Servian Tariff, figured tissues are liable to 
a surtax of 10 per cent. of the duty otherwise leviable thereon. 


Customs 
Definition of 
Figured Tissues. 
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The Circular lays down the following regulations on the matter, 
and instructs all Customs authorities to act in conformity with 
them :— 

As figured tissues are to be considered (with the exception of 
tulle, bobbinet, point net, &c.) all tissues which in the weaving 
are decorated with designs (figures, flowers, arabesques, or other 
designs). Such tissues are usually produced on Jacquard 
machines or other combined looms. As the designs are formed 
by threads of the tissue themselves, they cannot be separated 
from it without destroying the original tissue (tissu de fond). 

Consequently, the following shall not be considered to be figured 
tissues, viz. :— 

(1) Those to which the appearance of a design has been 
given by pressing, stamping, or dressing (l’appret) ; 

(2) Those to which a striped or undulated appearance has 
been given by the employment of threads of different 
thickness, or of cords formed of several threads ; 

(3) Smooth tissues (Leinwandbindige, Taftbindung) in which 
each thread of the weft is woven alternately with each thread 
of the warp, including tissues known as “ Panama” ; 

(4) Serges, twills (“ Képer”) in regular or irregular 
weaving, i.e. reinforced or interrupted weaving, such as 
Ms ee Spitzkiper,” and “ Liectkiper ”; 

) Sateens and satins, with regular or irregular weaving ; 

(6) Tissues produced by methods of combined weaving, 
giving dots, rectangles, straight lines, &c. 





BRAZIL. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
sie a copy of certain new regulations which have 
a ee nahtace “* been approved by the Brazilian Government for 
aie ding Stock facilitating and encouraging the importation of 
’ breeding stock. In accordance with these 

regulations the Government will refund to agriculturists and cattle 
breeders who import, either directly or through syndicates and 
agricultural societies, or through their legal representatives, horses 
(except race horses), cattle, swine, sheep, goats, sheep dogs, poultry, 
&c., in a sound, healthy condition for breeding purposes, such 
reasonable expenses (including costs of transportation and Customs 
dues) as have been incurred by them for the transport of the 
animals from the country of origin to their final destination. 
The Government will not, however, grant any aid for the im- 
porting of animals coming from countries where epizootic diseases 
are prevalent ; and if it be proved that an animal has been imported 
from a country where contagious diseases are prevalent, it will 
be promptly slaughtered.

Tariff Changes and Customs Regulations. 





The refund of expenses referred to above is subject to the 


fulfilment of various conditions, among which may be mentioned :— 


(1) Particulars must be supplied previously to the 
Ministry of Industry as to the number and breed of the 
animals that have been ordered, as well as the climatic 
conditions and general resources of the estate for which they 
are purchased. ‘The name of the vessel on which the 
animals are expected to embark and the probable date of 
arrival at port of destination must also be given. 

(2) In the case of the importation of cattle a certificate 
must be presented showing that they are free from tuber- 
culosis. 

(3) Whenever possible the pedigree from the herd-book or 
studbook of the country of origin must be presented, and, in 
any case, the class and special characteristics of the animals 
shown. 

(4) A certificate as to the health of tke animal must be 
presented, signed by a competent person. 

(5) Two photographs of each animal imported must be 
presented.

The following are excepted from the provisions of the Law :—(1) 
railways or tramways of less than two kilometres in length ; (2) 
a cable line or similar appliance used for smaller transport, ¢.g., a

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conduit over a water course; (3) aerial railways of less than two 
kilometres in length. 

If, in accordance with the above regulations, it should be 
necessary to obtain a concession, this will be granted (1) by the 
Government Department in question, if it concerns railways, tram- 
ways or aerial railways of less than five kilometres in length ; 
(2) in other cases, by the King. 

Should a goods railway be of such importance to the public, or 
be so extensive that the concern might rank with railways open for 
public use, the sanction of the Storthing shall also be obtained. 

A notice, accompanied by a description with plans and other 
necessary information regarding works that come under the above- 
mentioned law and these fegulations, shall be submitted to the 
Government Department in question. 

With regard to the position (of railways not open for public use 
and. aerial railways) as against public roads, railways, or canals, 
telegraph or telephone lines belonging to the State, &c., the 
rules and regulations that may be issued by the authorities in 
question will apply. 

The above regulations come into force immediately.

Great difficulty is experienced in 
selling abroad at the prices insisted on by the 
mine owners, and it is feared they will have to reduce their rates 
considerably before a frank revival in exports can be obtained. <A 
Bilbao merchant who visited Stettin works lately found they were 
bringing rich ore (67 per cent. metallic) from the Ural mountains 
at a cheaper proportionate price than they could buy at Bilbao. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


The British Commercial Agent in the United States (Mr. E 
Seymour Bell) reports that though it has been 
estimated that 40,000,000 tons of iron ore will be 
extracted from the Lake Superior mines in 1907, 
it is somewhat doubtful whether the amount will be reached. Not 
only will it put a great strain on the railway and shipping com- 
panies, but the lower lake ports will have difficulty in handling 
such a quantity with their present facilities. Preparations are being 
made, however, for dealing with a considerably larger quantity than 
previously. 

The most important event of the year 1906, so far as iron ore is 
concerned, was the purchase of ore properties in the Mesaba Range 
by the United States Steel Corporation from the Great Northern 
Railroad Company (see ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 25th October, 
1906, p. 174). The result of this purchase will be that iron 
ore properties in the United States will, in future, fetch higher 
prices. So far as the Lake Superior district is ooneerned there are

now no known large mines to be disposed of, and practically the 
whole of the region has been explored. Such mines as still remain 
contain inferior ore. 








The ‘ Engineering and Mining Journal” (New York) states that 
ee according to the United States Geological 
Monazite in 1906 Survey, the monazite produced in the United 
* States in 1906 all came from North and South 
Carolina. The output of crude sand amounted to approximately 
2,000,000 lbs., averaging about 30 per cent. monazite. The grade 
of this sand was so variable, and the prices realized on different 
lots were so irregular, that cleaned sand has been used as an 
estimate of the quantity of monazite produced, an additional 
reason for so doing being that the greater part of the crude 
material is cleaned by local mills before shipment, and the grade 
brought up to 80 per cent. or more of monazite. On a basis of 
80 per cent. production, North Carolina produced 607,275 lbs. of 
the mineral, valued at 125,510 dols. ; and South Carolina 148,900 
Ibs. valued at 26 ,802 dols.; the total for the United States amount- 
ing to 846,175 Ibs., valued at 152,312 dols. The production for 
1905 amounted to 1,352,418 lbs., valued at 163,408 dols. This 
amount represented in part crude and in part cleaned sand—a 
fact that explains the increase in quantity without corresponding 
increase in value. 


The same journal announces that meerschaum mines have been 
esis te located in the Diablo range of mountains about 
Siar Senin 20 miles north-west of Pinos Altos, to which a 
branch of the Santa Fé Railroad runs from 
Deming. There have been stripped two true fissure veins, con- 
tinuous for 1,500 feet each, in which meerschaum is carried between 
strongly defined walls in widths of 20 inches. A wagon road is 
now being built from the mines to Pinos Altos, a distance of 20 
miles, and when this is completed the meerschaum will be 
marketed.

This return shows the numbers and nationalities of the pas- 
sengers that left, or arrived in, the United Kingdom for or from 
places out of Europe, and the net balance of such passengers 
outward or inward, during the month and six months ended 
30th June, 1907, compared with the corresponding periods in 1906. 

During the six months ended 30th June, 1907, the total 
number (provisional) of passengers that left the United Kingdom 
for places out of Europe was 320,032, as compared with 275,626 
during the corresponding period of 1906, and the total number 
(provisional) that arrived in the United Kingdom from places out 
of Europe during the first six months of 1907 was 125,463, as 
compared with 108,427 during the corresponding period of 1906. 
The balance of the total movement shows that the number of pas- 
sengers that left the United Kingdom for places out of Kurope 
exceeded the number of passengers that arrived in the United 
Kingdom from places out of Europe by 194,569 during the first 
six months of 1907, as compared with a similar excess of 167,199 
during the corresponding period of 1906.

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THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE 
BRANCH OF THE BOARD OF TRADE: 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (No. 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and focussed in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. 

On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender. 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of India, Canada, and Queensland, also the 
Governments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, have 
established, in proximity to the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 
at 73, Basinghall Street, special offices for dealing with trade 
matters (see next page). 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public. The “ Journal ” is issued weekly at the price of 3d. All

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 
TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 

India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall avaiJable information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications regarding Canadian 
import and export trade, and to supply information about 
Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Queensland.—For the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters relating 
to Queensland. 

A collection of articles representative of the pastoral, agricultural, 
and mining industries of Queensland is on view, and information 
regarding these industries can be obtained at the Office, as above. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A Trade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 
them affecting trade, &c., &c. 

South Australia—The Government of South Australia have 
established a Produce Department at the offices of the Agent 
General, Threadneedle House, 28, Bishopsgate Street Within, 
London, H.C. Mr. A. KE. M. Norton, the Commercial Agent, is in 
charge of this department, and he will supply, free of cost, full 
information regarding the exports from South Australia of all sorts 
of Produce. 

The South Australian Government intend very shortly to send 
to London specimens of every description of South Australian 
Produce, and these will be displayed in one of the offices of the 
Commercial Agent’s Department.

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have offices at 98, Victoria Street, London, S.W., for the purpose 


of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the superintendence 
of the Trades Commissioner, who, together with the Commercial 


Agent, deals with, and supplies free, information on trade subjects 
connected with the Colony, such as commercial products, industries, 
trade, tariff regulations, commercial statistics, railway rates, 


prospects for emigration, &c., &c. 


IMPERIAL INSTITUTE. 


The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
ist January, 1903. ‘The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by . 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematic 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from 10 am. to 5 p.m., in Summer, and from 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m.in Winter. Information and publications concerning India 
and the Colonies, their products, industries, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., may be obtained on verbal application at the Central 
stand in the galleries, or applications may be addressed in writing 
to the Director of the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, S.W. 
From time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 
products will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 

2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 
laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 
problems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products from 
India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4, Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. ‘The ‘‘ Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture and in 
the utilisation of raw materials. The “ Bulletin” may be 
obtained at the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, or from 
Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode, Hast Harding Street, Fleet 
Street, E.C., price one shilling per number. 
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
